hotel keeper says that although they 
may possess some superior qualitisp for 
such service there are, on the other 
hnnd, such drawbacks as make it cer- 
tain that they -would never be accept- 
able to the majority of men -who would 
have to be served by them.

be based chiefly on the fact that they 
never show especial attention to any 
person.

Trained Pigeons. 


Pigeons are carefnl'y trained. Th« 


young homer is taken half a mile the 
first day, a mile the second, two miles 
tbe third, and BO on, doubling the dis- 
tance each time. It must be liberated 
each time only in the same direction aa 
to its loft, for a bird can be trained 
along only one route at a time. When 
40 miles have been reached, a week's 
rest comes between. A hundred miles 
are enough for a young bird's first year. 


So essential is the training that old 


birds are taken ouly two miles out for 
the first lesson of a season, though they 
may have flown their 250 miles the 
year preceding. The end of the next 
aeasoii, however, will, if tbe birds art 
willing and the trainer patient, 
be* 


arowned by the accomplishment of a 
400 mile flight. As you get higher iu 
the scale cf distance," longer and longei 
rests are needed.
